opposing lane of traffic and over a dirt shoulder and collided into a
County-maintained tree located on the opposite side of the roadway. As
a result, Ms. Kramer sustained fatal injuries.

The collision occurred due to Elena Kramer's negligence in the operation of her vehicle by driving
without due care and at an unsafe speed, crossing aver the roadway centerline and colliding into a tree.

According to the Traffic Collision Report, Elena Kramer caused the collision by driving her vehicle in
violation of VC 22350; which states: "No person shall drive a vehicle upon a highway at a speed greater
than is reasonable or prudent having due regard for weather, visibility, the traffic on, and the surface
and width of, the highway, and in no event at a speed which endangers the safety of person or property.”
